policy of tho United States toward the Hawa- 
iian islands was definitely and clearly an- 
nounced by the unanimous vote of the senate 
to-day In the adoption-of a resolution reported 
from the committee on tfrelim relations, de- 
claring that (t beloBgi wholly to the people of 
those islands to establish and maintain their 
own form of government and domestic polity; 
that the United States ought not, In any way, 
to Interfere therewith, and that any Interven- 
tion In political affairs ol those Islands by any 
other government would be regarded as an act 
unfriendly to the United States. 
The taria was taken up at 10:90, and within 


the next hour the four paragraphs In the lum- 
ber schedule were disposed of. The nrst of 
the four (No. 178), fixing duties on lumber, 
planed or finished, was, by a vote of 35 to 24, 
struck out of the bill, so that such lumber may 
be put upon the tree list when that stage of thy 
bill Is reached. The duty on chair eane, or 
reeds, was Increased from 1 per cent, (as In the 
house bill) to 10 per cent., and the other duties 
In the schedule were left as In the house bill.

They Have been Ahead of Previous 


Records and the Prices EquaL 


Becipts of hogs for May have been 


over 100,000 larger than the meagre run 
of last year, and about 173,000 less than 
in 1892, but they were 60,000 to 60,000 
larger than the average May receipts at 
Chicago for the past fifteen years. The 
average price was close to $5, against 
$7.45 in May, 1893, and 15.07^, the aver 
age price for the sixteen years ending 
last year. From these figures it will be 
seen that while receipts have kept up 
well, the prices have also kept up re 
markably well for the dull times. The 
demand for fresh I pork, however, has 
been strong enough to keep tho stocks 
of provisions the smallest on record for 
the season, and the statistical situation 
makes it quite clear that had the wheels 
of commerce and industry been buzsing 
as they should the prices for hogs would 
not have been far below the exorbitant 
Jgures of the World's Fair and Cudahy 
corner yeaz.-^-Drover'e Journal.
